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THOUSANDS LINE STREETS TO SEE 


DEMONSTRATION FOR FOURTH LOAN 


Jackie' Band From Naval Training Station Is Again 


Feature of Great Parade—B. & 0. Kngiije Steams 


Through Streets, Leading Railroad Employes 


The big Liberty loan parade yester- 


day, preceding the starting of the can- 
vass for the sale of the fourth Liberty 
bonds. Tuesday morning, was undoubt- 
edly the largest ever held in the city. 
The weather was ideal, and the lifting 
of the ban against the use of gasoline 
brought several thousand people to the 
city from the rural districts. It can be 
stated, however, that not a city ma- 
chine was seen on the streets, except 
one or two which necessity required. 


The organisations in the various di- 


visions of the parade began forming 
promptly and all were in their places 
before 2"o'clock—the hour named for the 
parade to move. It was only a little 
after that hour when the marchers 
started 
from 
East JIain street in 


charge of Captain \V. C. Miller and 
Sylvester H. Beadle, grand marshals of 
the day. 
The big line moved to North Park 
Place and reaching Third street turned 
to Church and out that thoroughfare 
to Sixth, then over to "West Main and 
back to the public square, marching 
around the south side and disbanding 
on East Main. As the line swung into 
South Park Place moving pictures were 
taken by Fred Seeliger of the Service 
Photo company of Columbus, and will 
be shown later at the Auditorium 
theater. 
There was no effort at display by the 


various societies, and no floats, except 
those shown by the various factories en- 
gaged in war-work. These were novel 
and 
attracted 
much attention. 
A 


unique feature was the appearance on 
the city' car tracks of a steam engine 
from the Baltimore & Ohio railway 
shops, fully manned and under its own 
steam. It's shrill shrieks could be heard 
for blocks and the clanging of the bell 
assisted in making a great din. On the 
cab of the engine were the words: 
"Baltimore & Ohio Employes Buy War 
Bonds." The engine joined the march- 
ers in West Main street and also "got 
in the movies." 
There were six bands in the parade— 


one, the Great Lakes naval organiza- 
tion, had 57 pieces. The boys looked at- 
tractive in their natty uniforms and 
white caps and were thorough music- 
ians. The Buckeye band also came in 
for a large share of praise, as did the 
Brownsville, Gratiot and Roumanians. 
The Letter-carriers' band from Colum- 
bus, was brought over by the American 
Motor Truck company and marched 
with that 
organization. 
The Neil 


O'Brien Minstrel bank failed to arrive 
owing to a wreck at Butler, as did also 
the Ladies' Military band of Marietta. 
The latter had two changes to make and 
the women were left at Newcomers- 
town. The non-appearance of the two 
organizations was quite a disappoint- 
ment. 


The streets along the entire line of 


march were crowded with people and 
the crowd was estimated at from 20.000 
to 25.000. All were eager to view the 
big procession and scores of people oc- 
cupied roofs, 
windows and vantage 
points, cheering the various organiza- 
tions as they passed. 


After the parade disbanded the naval 


band marched to the courthouse park 
and took seats upon the big platform 
from which the exercises were held. 
The big -park was crowded with thou- 
sands of people, all eager to hear the 
music and addresses. Attorney A. S. 
Mitchell presided, and introduced Rev. 
Geo. Bohon Schmitt. who asked the in- 
vocation.

i Banner," by the band. Prof. H. F. Mon- 
! inger was introduced and delivered an 
excellent patriotic address; also, giving

YANKS FIGHT TO FINISH IN 


DENSE ARGONNE WOOD 


American Headquarters in France. 


Sunday. Sept. 29.—(Reuters.)—Fighting 
along the new front northwest of Ver- 
dun has settled dow n to the dreary 
business to which the machine gun has 
reduced modern warfare. 
Progress is 


being measured bj the laborious reduc- 
tion of small points which are held by 
small groups of men. but able to par- 
alyze force out of all proportion to 
their fighting value. 
From a dramatic view point the 
greatest fight has taken place in the 
Argonne forest where it has resembled 
a duell fought to the finish in a dark 
room. 
The density of the forest is 


complicated by the strangeness of the 
ground which resembles nothing so 
much as the backbone and ribs of a flat 
fish, with the ribs on one side short- 
ened to half their length and the back- 
bone running north and south. 
These ribs represent 
a series of 


ridges and ravines which are almost 
perilously steep on the eastern side 
but 
less abrupt 
and longer 
further 


west. 
Notwithstanding 
everything 
the 
troops have gone through the forests 
almost as steadily as their comrades 
outside. 
Even the Germans are not 


completely at home in the bewildering 
complication 
of ravines and ridges. 


Some Americans have actually been 
captured 
twice and each time havp 


broken with their captors. 
The headway the Americans have 


been making is evidently a disagree- 
able shock to the enemy. During yes- 
terday men belonging to a reseive di- 
vision were captured after being rush- 
ed back at top speed to meet the ex- 
pected 
British 
attack. Among the 
other troops captured yesterday were 
men from the Fifth Guards Division. 
This' organization had a taste of Amer- 
ican fighting capacity at Eelleau wood 
and recently fought in Flanders. Men 
of anther reserve division which had 
beerr.vJ'Ushed hither 
from Mulhausen 


also were taken. 
Not only was yesterday's fighting ex- 


tremely cheering, but there were indi- 
cations of considerable withdrawals by 
the enemy, showing his intention to 
shorten the line. 
Romagne where it 
was expected the Germans would stand 
was reported in flames. 
Later it be- 


came known that the enemy had evac- 
uated Villiusnes. after having blown up 
the buildings with mines. The bridges 
across the Meuse at that point has been 
destroyed.

In Flanders the Germans have been

The outskirts of Cambrol have been 
entered on the north and west and the 
fall of this important renter seems to 
lie only a matter of hours.

2,000 yards west of the St. Quentin 
canal, which was captured on Friday. 
After a short crash barrage the infan- 
try, preceded by a large number of 
tanks, started advancing through the 
haze. 


After hard fighting the troops reached 


the canal and scrambled across as the 
barrage swept on ahead of them. The 
Germans appeared to have had orders 
to hold on till the last. That is what 
most of them believed and of course 
during the fighting of such a desperate 
nature the Americans 
suffered some 
casualties. 
As the Australians passed through, 


both they and the Americans, some 
units of whom plainly showed what 
hard battles they had been fighting, 
stopped for a moment and cheered. At 
other places where the fighting con- 
tinued furiously, the Americans work- 
ing their macihne guns and rifles, 
cheered as they worked. The Ameri- 
cans co-operated closely with the Aus- 
tralians and kept a stream of bullets 
directed at the Germans all the time.

I have been 
out and around a little in the last few 
days without crutches, but of course 
my leg is quite sdre to walk on yet? 
The doctors seem to think it will be 
quite a while before I am able to go 
back to my company or back to the 
line again, but they say that I will 
eventually have just as good use of my 
teg as I ever had. so you know that is 
pretty encouraging." 
Private Allison before enlisting was 
employed as stenographer at the B. <e 
O., and was graduated from the New- 
ark high school with the class of 1916.
